THE THEFT OF PAINT FROM THE 
DOCK COMPANY'S STORES. 

Tho two shop-coulies Li Akau nnd Loung 
Awa, and the bortinan Leang Atan, who 
wero found in possession of $128 worth of 
paint alloyed to havea been stolen from the 
Dock Company's stores at Kowloon on 


Pollock in tho Poliow Gort to-day on 
remand. -Mr Wotton appeared. for the 


third defendant. . 
Mr Wotton geid a detective in plain 
clothes watched the promises of the Dock 
Conipany at Kowloon ou Sundag, 23rd ult., 
and tay 3 boat maving away irom the 
wharf, Tho detective ‘uet tho beat in a 
launch, wnd on searching the boat found 66 
tins of paint which the defendants wer 
charged with being in possession of knowing 
it to have been stolen. 
Tnapcetor Quincey gave the following 
evidenco :—On 23rd September at 10 a.m. 
in consoquence of information I had received 
1 was watehing the Dock Cumpany’s stores 
at Kowlwon for a Chinese Loat with o patch 
inthe sail, Isaw a buat leave the Dock 
Premises. I than got» launch under way 
80 ay to croga the bows af the boat, When 
wo got alongside the boat I nuticed. there 
was a good deal of trouble on beard, 
judging from the way the poople were gee 
ticulating. T shouted * Is there any opium 
on beard +’ in Chinese. The third defen- 
dant replied, ‘There is nv opium om brard, 
but wehave got some paint fro tie Duck 
Company.’ I then sent P. §. 168 on board 
the boat. He handed to mo a piece of paper 
Which he got from thy second defendant, 
I went on board and sw several large and 
small tins of paint, I took the three pri. 
sonors on board tho launch. ‘Lhe third pri- 
soner, when T took him into custody, said, 
'Thave nothing to do with it; I will ehow 
you tho man who handed me the paint and 
the piece of paper.’ The firat und second 
defendants said they belougert to the Wo 
Kee shop. ‘Lhe boatman produced a eurgo. 
oat licence, I took the buat.in tow and 
went back to the Dock premises. I took 
the prisoners with me and the third pointed 
out Jana Gualberto Jesus as the mun who 
gave him the paint und the piece of puper. 
Jesus aid ‘ Yes, I gave, him the paint.’ I 
spoke to Jesus in English, 1 did nut in- 
torprot what Joss said. to the third pri- 
soner. The third defendant had said in 
Chinese when he pointed wut Jesua, ‘ This 
is the man who gave me the paint.’ £ then 
went back to the boat and tok the threo 
defengants aid. the paint to the Central 
Station, TI tirat of all charged thom with 
the larceny of the paint. There wera 5b 
awall tina of paint of 28 Iba. each and LL 
large tins of 56 Ibs. onch.’ Tlie tio tins 
produced are one from each lot of large and 
small tins. There is a firm of Wo Kee in 
Hongkong. 
stores. Neither Wo Kee nor anybody but 
the Dock Company has come to'clain this 
paint. 1 have made inquiries and tind 
that the master of the Wo Kea shop went 
to Canton about the 23rd or 24th Sep.

BREACH OF AN AGREEMENT, 

Acting Chief Justice Mowst ‘delivered 
judgment in the Supreme Court, Shanghai, 
onthe lat inst,, in the case of Messrs Lane, 
Crawford & Co. verses William Phillips, 
His Lordship held that the defendant had 
broken his agreoment and asked him if he 
Was prepared te pay the dumayes, £1,000, 
The defendant anid he was not prepared to 
du go. 

His Lordship then delivered judyinent to 
the following effoct : fhe question in thie | 
j case atives under the seveuch clave of an 
agreement entered inte between the plain- 
tiffs and the defendant, By that clause, 
the defendant, who had been engaged in 
England by the plaintiff to come out to 
them us tailor aud eutter, at a salary com- 
teucing at £5. woekly, with board and 
lodging, agreed that he would not, for ten 
Years after the determination of ‘tho em- 
ployment, ‘either ae on assistent, onhis, 
own account, or in partnorship with any 
other person or persona, start or carry un, 
or assiat ag in agsistaut or a prucipal in 
starting or carrying on, in China, uny busi- 
hess of the like ur a aimilar kind to that 
uow or which during the said term should 
be carried on by the plaintiff in China ;* 
and the elite went on to provide that in 
the event of a breach by the defendant of 
such stipulation he wank piy to the plain 
tifs £1,0°0, us tho fixed rad asce: pined 
amount of the damage thereby sustained, 

After the employment had lasted one 
year, it-was terminated by mutual consent, 

Whithio a week thereafter, the defendant, 

though previously warned in writing by the 
plaintifis’ seliciter of the lezal conseqnences 
to him of sucha step, commenced businors 
himself in this place as a tatlor, and at 
the date of the petition was carrying on 
such business, The defendant aduritted in 
his answer the breach of the contract, but 
pleaded und argued at th. hearing that the 

restriction, extending, ua it did, to his car- 
tying on hia trade: anywhere ‘in China’ 
was tov lane and therefore illegal.

first question accordingly is how far auch a 
contract will be sustained, for although the 
restriction may be too args to bu sustained 
in its entirety, a partial rostriclion may be 
porfectly valid. . 

The law on the subject of contracts in 
restraint of trade is w striking. illustration 
of the gradual growth of thé principle of 
hon-interference by Coczta with freedom of 
contract, After the carliet view that they 
Were contrary to pablic policy, and there- 
fore iHegal, had been shandoued, they were 
still clogged with limitations imposed on 
them by the Judges, who continued to 
view them with disfavour. Thee Hrut- 
ations have, howover, gradually disappea- 
red, and now such contracts, instead of 
being discouraged, are supported ag beue: 
ficial to the public at large, because of the 
advantage derived by the public from tho 
unrestricted choice of able assistants which 
such stipulations sive to the employer, 
(Per Lord Winsloydale in: Mullan 0, May, 
11, M. and W., 653). Aftera succession of 
decisions all tending constantly: -in ithe 
direction of nun-interference with - such 
contracts, the present state of -the law on 
the subject may be stated to be that a 
contract by which a man undertakes, for a 
consideration which he judges sufficivnt, to 
abstain from carrying on his trade within a 
certain area, is binding upon him uulesa he 
shows, plainly and clearly, that the restraint 
extends beyond whit thy interests of the 
other party ean possibly require. Housillon 
2 Rovusilion, L. ik, 14 Ch. D., 351)

TAKING BRUNEL UNDER PROTEC.

+ At it aun, on Sunday, the Oth 
jber, Sir Hnogh Low, gc Ma.y Resident 
jof Perak accompanied by Mr Wiso of the 
Perak Service aa Secretary, having em- 
barked on bowrd H.MLS. Oriin in the 
Singapore roads, that vessel weighed on- 
chor and steamed away on hor voyage to 
Labuan and Brunei, “The abjeet of Sir 
Hugh Low's mission was to coum to some 
arrangement with the Sultan of Brunei for 
the placing of a British resident at Bropii 
and the taking of Brauui under British 
protection, After a favourable voyape 
in lovely weather, the Orton drapped an- 
cuorat Laban at 7 am. on Friday, the 
14th. Tho Uriow had arrived otf the-ruad- 
sead the previous Ning, and the exhi- 
bition of her aluctrie light is stated to havo 
made 4 cunsidurable impression on the 
Native, who cvomed to think that the 
Orion had sametiow or othor Kot hold of 
the aun, With the dawn the ship moved 
in to a eonvenient place for mooring. 
Mr Wise icomediately went ashore to visit 
Lieut. Hamilton and make the necessary 
arrangements for getting to Brunei, a dis- 
tance of 32 miles by water. Owiug to the 
kindness of Captain Peck, the agent for tha 
Government of Sarawak, who plsesd tho 
8.8, Bujang Baran at the disposal of the 
Resident of Perak, this was aucceaston 
managed, aad accordinuly the Commisefully 
or and party left A. M.S. Orton at] « m. on 
Saturday morning under a salute of 13 guns, 
Sir Hugh Low wus accompanied by Captain 
Carr, 2.N., Commander Protheru, Mr Wizo, 
‘and Lient. Learmonth. After a pleusae 
trip of five hours’ duration the Bijang 
Baran anchored shortly after oon op- 
pesito the Consulate. On landing, Sir 
Hagh Low and party wore ox rdially recei- 
ved by Inchi Mahomed, the Consular 
Agent, who kindly placed hia house at 
thuir disposal, At 3 pan. Mr Wise, ac- 
tempenied by Inchi Mahomud, peuceuded to 
tbe Estaua and waited on His Highness the 
Sultan, who appointed 10 am, on the 
foltowing day as a conveniont time for the 
interview with Sir Hazh Low. In the 
coursa of Saturday afternuon and ovening, 
the Pang. ahita or Prime Minis.
